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Europe reopens borders amid worst global recession in memory

PARIS (AP) — The world 
faces the worst global re- 
cession in nearly a centu- 
ry, a key economic body 
warned Wednesday, while 
in Europe, restrictions to 
fight the spread of corona- 
virus portend a bleak sum- 
mer tourism season even as 
more nations announced 
plans to welcome visitors 
again.Beginning June 16, 
Austria will open up to all 
European neighbors with 
the exception of Spain, 
Portugal, Sweden and Bri- 
tain, meaning that visitors 
from 31 countries will no 
longer be required to un- 
dergo a two-week quaran- 


tine upon arrival. Greece, 
another European holiday 
hot spot, will allow tourists 
to fly to Athens or the main 
northern city of Thessaloniki 
beginning on June 15. 

But that’s hoping people 
have money to spend. 

The Organization for Eco- 
nomic Cooperation and 
Development said Wed- 
nesday that global econo- 
mic output could fall by as 
much as 7.6% this year if a 
second wave of infections 
emerges, with the pande- 
mic’s economic impact 
expected to be even hars- 
her in Europe because of 
the continent’s strict and 
relatively lengthy coronavi- 
rus lockdowns.

Trump: No change at bases named for 
Confederate officers

WASHINGTON (AP) — President Donald 
Trump on Wednesday said his administra- 
tion will "not even consider" changing the 
name of any of the 10 Army bases that 
are named for Confederate Army officers. 
Two days earlier, Defense Secretary Mark 
Esper indicated that he was open to a 
broad discussion of such changes. "These 
Monumental and very Powerful Bases 
have become part of a Great American 
Heritage, a history of Winning, Victory, 
and Freedom," Trump wrote. "The United 
States of America trained and deployed 
our HEROES on these Hallowed Grounds, 
and won two World Wars. Therefore, my 
Administration will not even consider the 
renaming of these Magnificent and Fa- 
bled Military Installations." Name changes 
have not been proposed by the Army or 
the Pentagon, but on Monday, Esper and 
Army Secretary Ryan McCarthy indicated 
in response to questions from reporters 
that they were "open to a bipartisan dis- 
cussion" of renaming bases such as Fort 
Bragg in North Carolina and Fort Benning 
in Georgia. 

Supporters of disassociating military bases 
from Confederate Army officers argue that 
they represent the racism and divisiveness 
of the Civil War era and glorify men who 
fought against the United States. 

To amplify Trump's view, his press secre- 
tary, Kayleigh McEnany, read his tweets 
to reporters in the White House briefing 
room. She said he is "fervently" opposed 
to changing the base names and believes 
that doing so would amount to "complete 
disrespect" for soldiers who trained there 
over the years. The U.S. military recently 
began rethinking its traditional connec- 
tion to Confederate Army symbols, includ- 
ing the Army base names, mindful of their 
divisiveness at a time the nation is wrestling 
with questions of race after the death of 
George Floyd in police hands. The Navy 


and the Marine Corps are now banning 
public displays of the Confederate Army 
battle flag on their installations, casting 
their decision as necessary to preserve co- 
hesion within the ranks. 

Ten major Army installations are named for 
Confederate Army officers, mostly senior 
generals, including Robert E. Lee. Among 
the 10 is Fort Benning, the namesake of 
Confederate Army Gen. Henry L. Benning, 
who was a leader of Georgia's secessionist 
movement and an advocate of preserv- 
ing slavery. Others are in Virginia, North 
Carolina, Alabama, Texas and Louisiana. 
The naming was done mostly after World 
War I and in the 1940s, in some cases as 
gestures of conciliation to the South. 

Few voices in the military are openly de- 
fending the link to Confederate symbols, 
but some of the bases named for Confed- 
erate officers are legendary in their own 
right. Fort Bragg, for example, is home to 
some of the Army's most elite forces. Any 
decision to change the name at Bragg or 
other bases likely would involve consulting 
with officials from the affected states and 
localities. Paul Eaton, a retired two-star 
Army general and a former commanding 
general of Fort Benning, said Trump's state- 
ments go against ideals the Army stands 
for. "Today, Donald Trump made it official. 
Rather than move this nation further away 
from institutionalized racism, he believes 
we should cling to it and its heritage, by 
keeping the names of racist traitors on the 
gates of our military bases," Eaton said. 
"Most serving soldiers know little about the 
history behind the Confederate leaders for 
whom these bases are named, or the po- 
litical deals that caused them to be hon- 
ored in this fashion," he said. 'There might 
be some pushback from a small segment 
of soldiers from the South, but this is what 
we like to call a 'teachable moment.' Now 
is the time to finally bring about a change 
that will speak volumes as to what the U.S.

Richmond protesters 
topple Columbus 
statue, throw it in lake 


RICHMOND, Va. (AP) — A 

statue of Christopher Co- 
lumbus in Richmond was 
torn down by protest- 
ers, set on fire and then 
thrown into a lake. 

The figure was toppled 
less than two hours after 
protesters gathered in 
the city's Byrd Park were 
chanting for the statue 
to be taken down, news 
outlets reported. 

After the figure was re- 
moved from its pedestal 
around 8:30 p.m. Tues- 
day by protesters using 
several ropes, a sign that 
reads, "Columbus rep- 
resents genocide" was 
placed on the spray- 
painted foundation that 
once held the statue. It 
was then set on fire and 
rolled into a lake in the 
park, NBC 12reported. 
There was no police pres- 
ence in the park, but a 
police helicopter was 
seen circling the area af- 
ter the city-owned figure 
was torn down, the Rich- 
mond Times-Dispatch re- 
ported. The city's parks 
department did not im- 
mediately respond to a 
request for comment on 
the fallen statue from The 
Associated Press. Earlier 
during the day, Activist 
Chelsea Higgs-Wise and 
other protesters spoke 
to a crowd gathered at 
Byrd Park about the strug- 
gles of indigenous people 
and African-Americans 
in America. "We have to 
start where it all began," 
Higgs-Wise said during 


her speech. "We have to 
start with the people who 
stood first on this land." 
The Columbus statue was 
dedicated in Richmond 
in December 1927, and 
had been the first statue 
of Christopher Columbus 
erected in the South, the 
newspaper reported. Its 
toppling comes amid 
national protests over 
the death of George 
Floyd and several days 
after a statue of Con- 
federate Gen. Williams 
Carter Wickham was 
pulled from its pedestal 
in Monroe Park by dem- 
onstrators who also used 
ropes to tear it down. 
And Richmond was not 
the only place where a 
statue of Columbus has 
been targeted. In Boston, 
a statue of Columbus in 
Boston was beheaded. 
The head of the statue 
located in a waterfront 
park near the city's tradi- 
tionally Italian North End 
was found on the ground 
early Wednesday morn- 
ing, according to broad- 
cast reports. Police were 
investigating and there 
was no word on any ar- 
rests. The Boston statue 
has been vandalized in 
the past. Native Ameri- 
can advocates have also 
long pressed states to 
change Columbus Day 
to Indigenous Peoples 
Day over concerns that 
Columbus spurred centu- 
ries of genocide against 
indigenous populations in 
the Americas. □ 
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Ex-judge says push to dismiss Flynn case is abuse of power

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 

former federal judge ap- 
poinfed to review the Jus- 
tice Department's motion 
to dismiss criminal charges 
against President Donald 
Trump’s former national se- 
curity adviser Michael Flynn 
said there was evidence of 
a "gross abuse" of prosecu- 
torial power and that the 
request should be denied. 
Former U.S. District Judge 
John Gleeson said in a fil- 
ing Wednesday that the 
government "has engaged 
in highly irregular conduct 
to benefit a political ally 
of the President." He urged 
the judge handling the 
case to deny the motion 
and argued that Flynn had 
committed perjury. 

Gleeson was appointed by 
U.S. District Judge Emmet 
Sullivan in a special role to 
weigh in on the case, but 
it will ultimately be up to 
Sullivan and potentially an 
appeals court whether to 
accept the Justice Depart- 
ment's motion to drop the 
case. 

Flynn pleaded guilty, as 
part of special counsel 
Robert Mueller's Russia in- 
vestigation, to lying to the 
FBI about conversations 
with the Russian ambas- 
sador to the United States 


during the presidential tran- 
sition period. 

In January, Flynn filed court 
papers to withdraw his 
guilty plea, saying federal 
prosecutors had acted in 
"bad faith" and broken their 
end of the bargain when 
they sought prison time for 
him. 

Initially, prosecutors said 
Flynn was entitled to avoid 
prison time because he 
had cooperated exten- 
sively with the government, 
but the relationship with 
the retired Army lieutenant 


general grew increasingly 
contentious in the months 
before he withdrew his 
plea, particularly after he 
hired a new set of lawyers 
who raised misconduct al- 
legations against the gov- 
ernment. 

But the Justice Department 
filed a motion last month 
to dismiss the case, saying 
the FBI had insufficient basis 
to question Flynn in the first 
place and that statements 
he made during the inter- 
view were not material to 
the broader counterintel- 


ligence investigation into 
ties between Russia and 
the Trump campaign. 
Officials have said they 
sought to dismiss the case 
in the interest of justice, 
upon the recommendation 
of a U.S. attorney who had 
been appointed by Attor- 
ney General William Barr to 
review the handling of the 
Flynn investigation. 

Gleeson slammed the Jus- 
tice Department's motion 
to dismiss the case, saying 
the arguments from pros- 
ecutors were "riddled" with 


legal errors. "The Govern- 
ment's ostensible grounds 
for seeking dismissal are 
conclusively disproven 
by its own briefs filed ear- 
lier in this very proceed- 
ing," Gleeson wrote. "They 
contradict and ignore this 
Court's prior orders, which 
constitute law of the case. 
They are riddled with inex- 
plicable and elementary 
errors of law and fact. And 
they depart from positions 
that the Government has 
taken in other cases." 
Sullivan also asked Glee- 
son to explore whether he 
should hold Flynn in "crimi- 
nal contempt for perjury." 
As part of his plea, Flynn 
had to admit in court, un- 
der oath, that he lied to the 
FBI and violated federal 
law. It is a crime to lie under 
oath in court. 

In the filing, Gleeson said 
it was clear that Flynn had 
committed perjury and 
should be punished but 
that it should be a fac- 
tor considered at his sen- 
tencing, as opposed to 
additional charges being 
brought against him. 

"This approach — rather 
than a separate prosecu- 
tion for perjury or contempt 
— aligns with the Court's in- 
tent to treat this case, and 
this Defendant, in the same 
way it would any other," 
Gleeson wrote. □

WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. 
Immigration and Customs 
Enforcement announced 
Wednesday that it has ex- 


panded COVID-19 testing 
among people held at its 
detention facilities follow- 
ing criticism of its response 
to the outbreak. ICE says it 
now offers voluntary tests 


for the virus to all people 
held at detention facilities in 
Tacoma, Washington, and 
Aurora, Colorado, and will 
consider doing the same 
at other locations. The an- 
nouncement follows weeks 
of criticism that the agen- 
cy has not taken sufficient 
steps to prevent the spread 
of the coronavirus among 
people in its custody and 
those it deports to other 
countries. The most recent 
data available from ICE 
shows there are 838 people 
with COVID-19 among the 
more than 25,000 people 
in its custody at about 200 
facilities around the nation. 
The largest outbreak, with 
more than 100 cases, is at a 
detention center in the Dal- 
las area. There have been 
45 confirmed cases among 


ICE employees at deten- 
tion facilities, including 15 
at a facility at the airport 
in Alexandria, Louisiana, 
where people are held just 
prior to deportation. 
Guatemala suspended de- 
portation flights from the 
U.S. for nearly a month after 
at least 186 people tested 
positive for COVID-19 upon 
their return even after U.S. 
assurances that they were 
healthy. Those flights re- 
sumed Tuesday with one 
from Alexandria. 

ICE has disputed claims 
from detainees and immi- 
grant advocates of insuf- 
ficient supplies of hygiene 
materials such as soap 
and face masks or social 
distancing at confinement 
facilities, some of which are 
operated by private com- 


panies or local govern- 
ment agencies. At a hear- 
ing this month, Sen. Dianne 
Feinstein expressed surprise 
when Henry Lucero, the 
agency's executive asso- 
ciate director for enforce- 
ment and removal opera- 
tions, testified that detain- 
ees are typically tested 
only when they show symp- 
toms of the disease. "I am 
very interested in seeing 
that everyone is tested," 
the senator, a California 
Democrat, told him. The 
agency said in a statement 
released Wednesday that 
it had tested about 80% 
of the 570 people held at 
the the Northwest ICE Pro- 
cessing Center in Tacoma, 
Washington, and all but 
one test came back nega- 
tive forCOVID-19. □

In the eurozone, which in- 
cludes the 19 European 
Union nations that use the 
common euro currency, 
GDP is expected to plunge 
11.5% this year in case of a 
second wave and by over 
9% even if another round of 
infections is avoided. 

“Now we're in the midst of 
... perhaps the most global 
health, economic and so- 
cial crisis and it’s simply the 
most severe any of us have 
ever witnessed,” OECD Se- 
cretary General Angel Gur- 
ria said during the presen- 
tation of the report in Paris. 
He named tourism and air 
travel among the “critical” 
sectors hard hit by the pan- 
demic and urged countries 
to cooperate in develo- 
ping and fairly distributing 
a vaccine for the virus. 

“As long as a virus is wide- 
spread somewhere, the 
threat will remain everyw- 
here and economic costs 
will persist as some borders 
remain closed,” Gurria said, 
with the report predicting 
that the crisis would leave 
“long-lasting scars," inclu- 
ding lower living standards, 
high unemployment and 
weak investment. 

The virus has infected 7.2 
million people worldwide 
and killed nearly 412,000, 
about 180,000 of them in 
Europe, according to offi- 
cial figures tallied by Johns 
Hopkins University. The true 
toll is believed to be much 
higher because many 
people died without being 
tested. Austrian Foreign Mi- 


nister Alexander Schallen- 
berg said the border with 
Italy to the south would be 
open without conditions on 
June 16 but that a travel 
warning for Austrian citizens 
was still in place for Italy’s 
northern region of Lom- 
bardy. That region, the epi- 
center of Italy’s epidemic, 
has still been showing triple- 
digit growth in daily infecti- 
ons while much of the rest 
of the country counts a 
handful or fewer. 

While Italy opened its own 
borders on June 3, Austria’s 
reluctance to open their 
shared border has been a 
sore spot between the two. 
Austrian Health Minister 
Rudolf Anschober said res- 
trictions would remain in 


place forSpain because its 
own borders remain closed 
until July 1 for most tourists 
and for Portugal due to an 
increase in infections in re- 
cent days. "Please pack 
your bags, but don’t forget 
the situation at home,” An- 
schober said, emphasizing 
that the virus remains in cir- 
culation. "Please consider 
every trip, whether with the 
family and on business, and 
when possible don't tra- 
vel.” Italy's Coldiretti farm 
lobby said the Austrian 
border opening was criti- 
cal to Italian tourism, which 
normally registers summer 
holiday visits by 3.4 million 
Austrians and 7 million Ger- 
mans who cross Austria to 
reach Italy. Coldiretti called 


Austria’s move “an impor- 
tant signal." Foreign visitors 
spent 167 billion euros ($190 
billion) last year in Italy, a 
third of it on food. Contract 
workers from France’s all- 
important food, catering 
and events industry held 
a protest Wednesday bet- 
ween the Louvre Museum 
and Champs-Elysees, say- 
ing the virus pandemic is kil- 
ling their jobs. The symbolic 
flash mob demonstration 
included about 30 people 
dressed in black, simula- 
ting strangulation with their 
ties and putting signs rea- 
ding “sentenced to death” 
into a coffin. To the south, 
Spain’s sunny, beautiful Ba- 
learic Islands will allow thou- 
sands of German tourists to 


fly in for a two-week trial 
that tests out how to ba- 
lance the needs of Spain's 
vital tourism industry with 
new regulations to curb the 
country’s coronavirus out- 
break. The trial that begins 
June 15 comes before the 
archipelago and the rest of 
the country re-open to in- 
ternational tourism on July 
1. The Spanish government 
is under heavy pressure to 
re-activate an industry that 
generates 12% of Spain's 
GDP and provides 2.6 mil- 
lion much-needed jobs. 
Hungary said beginning Fri- 
day it would fully reopen its 
borders with Croatia, who- 
se beaches on the Adriatic 
Coast are a favored desti- 
nation. Greece will allow 
international flights to land 
at regional airports begin- 
ning July 1. Visitors arriving 
from airports not on the Eu- 
ropean air safety agency 
list of at-risk regions will be 
subjected to random spot 
coronavirus tests but will not 
face the mandatory testing 
and quarantine now in pla- 
ce for all international tra- 
velers. In some other coun- 
tries, uncertainty about the 
tourist season remained. 
Germany announced it is 
prolonging its travel war- 
ning for more than 160 
countries outside Europe 
until the end of August 
even as it ends border con- 
trols for most EU citizens. 
Last week, Germany down- 
graded its travel warning 
for the rest of the 27-nation 
EU, Switzerland, Liechten- 
stein, Norway, lceland and 
Britain.Q 


China says it's working with India 
to reduce tensions 


BEIJING (AP) — China said 
Wednesday it is taking 
measures with India to re- 
duce tensions along their 
disputed frontier high in the 
Himalayas following a re- 
cent flareup that prompted 
rock-throwing and fistfights. 
Foreign Ministry spokes- 
person Hua Chunying told 
reporters that the sides 
had engaged in "effective 
communication through 
diplomatic and military 
channels" on how to deal 
with issues on the western 
section of their disputed 


border. "At present, the 
two sides are taking corre- 
sponding actions to ease 
the situation on the border 
in accordance with the rel- 
evant consensus," Hua said 
at a daily briefing. 
Thousands of soldiers from 
the two countries have 
been facing off just a few 
hundred meters (yards) 
from each other for a 
month in the Indian-con- 
trolled Ladakh region. Army 
officers have held a series 
of meetings to try to break 
the impasse. 


Indian officials say Chinese 
soldiers entered Ladakh in 
early May at three different 
points, erecting tents and 
guard posts and ignoring 
verbal warnings to leave. 
That triggered shouting 
matches, stone-throwing 
and fistfights, much of it 
replayed on television and 
social media. In all, China 
claims some 90,000 square 
kilometers (35,000 square 
miles) of territory in India's 
northeast, including the 
Indian state of Arunachal 
Pradesh, with its tradition-

AMSTERDAM (AP) — Thou- 
sands of people dem- 
onstrated Wednesday in 
support of the Black Lives 
Matter movement in a park 
in Amsterdam named for 
South African anti-apart- 
heid icon Nelson Mandela. 
It was the latest in a series of 
protests in Dutch cities that 
have followed the death 
of George Floyd in Minne- 
sota on May 25 and the 
protests across the United 
States and the world that 
followed. 

"We are here to hold up 
a fist against the global 
pandemic of racism," pro- 
tester Mitchell Esajas told 
the crowd at the peaceful 
event, where all the par- 
ticipants took a knee and 
raised a fist near the end. 
Floyd, a black man, died 
after a white Minneapo- 
lis police officer pressed 
a knee on his neck even 
after he pleaded for air 
while lying handcuffed on 
the ground. He was buried 
Tuesday in Houston after 
a funeral service at which 
speakers predicted he will 
be remembered forever for 
changing history. 

Public debate about rac- 
ism, discrimination and 
historical links to the slave 
trade have intensified 


in the Netherlands since 
Floyd's death. A Dutch hu- 
man rights organization 
called on the government 
Wednesday to appoint a 
coordinator to help tackle 
what it called "structural 
discrimination" in the Neth- 
erlands. Dutch debate 
about race has often been 


dominated by a children's 
character known as Black 
Pete, who is frequently por- 
trayed by white people in 
blackface makeup during 
St. Nicholas festivities in ear- 
ly December. 

The first speaker to address 
the Amsterdam demon- 
stration wore a hoodie em- 


blazoned with the words 
"Black Pete is racism." 

Last week, Prime Minister 
Mark Rutte said he had 
undergone a significant 
change in his views about 
Black Pete, although he 
maintained that he does 
not believe the character is 
racist. "When I meet peo- 


ple - small children -- with 
dark skin who say: 'I feel 
unbelievably discriminated 
against because Pete is 
black,' that's the last thing 
you want," Rutte said in a 
debate in Parliament. 

"I expect that in the com- 
ing years almost no Petes 
will be black," he added. 
"It's a popular culture that 
changes over time and un- 
der pressure from debate in 
society." But Rutte has said 
he won't ban Black Pete. 
Esajas wants more from the 
country's political leader. 
"As long as Mark Rutte does 
not take any action against 
Black Pete, we can say 
Mark Rutte does not care 
about black lives," he said. 
Debate also is on the rise 
about statues and other 
buildings and street names 
honoring historical figures 
linked to Dutch involve- 
ment in the slave trade. 
Some of the mansions lin- 
ing Amsterdam's historic 
canals -- including even 
the official residence of the 
city's mayor -- were built for 
wealthy 17th century trad- 
ers who held prominent 
positions in companies that 
bought and sold slaves. 

On Sunday in the English 
port city of Bristol, demon- 
strators toppled a statue of 
a 17th-century slave trader, 
Edward Colston. □ 


PM vows 1$ will never again overrun Iraqi territory

MOSUL, Iraq (AP) — The 


Islamic State group will 
never again overrun Iraqi 
territory, Iraq’s prime min- 


ister vowed Wednesday in 
an official visit to northern 
Iraq. 

The visit by Mustafa al-Kad- 
himi came amid a recent 
increase in militant attacks 
and the withdrawal of U.S.- 
led coalition forces in a 
planned drawdown. 

In Baghdad, a rocket 
struck a few hundred me- 
ters (yards) from the U.S. 
Embassy inside the capi- 
tal's fortified Green Zone, 
according to a military 
statement, hours before 
the U.S. and Iraq are to 
hold highly anticipated 
talks focusing on the pres- 
ence of American troops 
in Iraq. No casualties were 
reported. 

One month into office, al- 
Kadhimi visited the gamut 
of lives touched by IS rule 
— from tribal leaders to the 


internally displaced — to 
mark the sixth anniversary 
of the group’s onslaught 
against Iraq. IS controlled 
a third of the country at 
the height of its power in 
2014. 

Al-Kadhimi was accom- 
panied by the ministers 
of housing, migration and 
displacement, commerce 
and culture, as well as mili- 
tary officials. 

“Our visit to Mosul is to send 
a message to IS: What 
happened will not be re- 
peated,” he told reporters 
accompanying him. 
Al-Kadhimi inspected the 
iconic al-Nuri Mosque, 
from where IS leader Abu 
Bakr al-Baghdadi first an- 
nounced the IS caliphate. 
He was also present to re- 
open the city's Al-Hurriya 
Bridge and a museum. 


A military campaign dis- 
lodged IS's territorial hold 
in Iraq by 2017, but recon- 
struction efforts have been 
slow and often upended 
by local political dynam- 
ics. 

Al-Kadhimi was inaugurat- 
ed as premier last month 
amid a severe economic 
crisis brought on by low 
oil prices. Recently, his 
administration has been 
dealing with a flare-up in 
coronavirus cases. 

The streets of Mosul were 
empty and shops shut- 
tered due to a curfew 
aimed at curbing the 
spread of the virus. 

The World Bank recent- 
ly offered to restructure 
loans earmarked for re- 
construction to help the 
country combat the viral 
pandemic. □ 
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U.S. consumer spending sinks by record 13.6% in face of virus

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

U.S. consumer spending 
plunged by a record- 
shattering 13.6% in April as 
the viral pandemic shut- 
tered businesses, forced 
millions of layoffs and sent 
the economy into a deep 
recession. Last month's 
spending decline was far 
worse than the revised 6.9% 
drop in March, which itself 
had set a record for the 
steepest one-month fall in 
records dating to 1959. Fri- 
day's Commerce Depart- 
ment figures reinforced 
evidence that the econo- 
my is gripped by the worst 
downturn in decades, with 
consumers unable or too 
anxious to spend much. 
Even with employers cut- 
ting millions of jobs, though, 
incomes soared 10.5% in 
April, reflecting billions of 
dollars in government pay- 
ments in the form of unem- 
ployment aid and stimulus 
checks. Wages and sala- 
ries, normally the key com- 
ponent of overall income, 
sank by an annualized $740 
billion in April. By contrast, 
income in the form of gov- 
ernment support jumped 
by an annualized $3 tril- 
lion. That form of income, 
though, will likely fade in 
coming months as certain 
government aid programs 
expire. Friday's report 
showed sharp declines in 


consumer spending across 
the board — from durable 
goods like cars to non-du- 
rable items such as cloth- 
ing to services ranging from 
doctor visits to haircuts. 
Spending tumbled 17.3% 
for durable goods, 16.2% 
for non-durables and 12.2% 
for services. 

"The economics of fear and 
sudden stops were appar- 
ent in April as fearful and 
locked-down households 
cut back on spending," 
Gregory Daco, chief econ- 
omist at Oxford Economics, 
said in a research note. 

The depth of the spending 
drop is particularly dam- 
aging because consumer 
spending is the primary 
driver of the economy, ac- 
counting for about 70% 
of economic activity. Last 
month's figure signaled 
that the April-June quarter 
will be especially grim, with 
the economy thought to 
be shrinking at an annual 
rate near 40%. That would 
be, by far, the worst quar- 
terly contraction on record. 
With spending plunging 
and incomes surging on 
the strength of govern- 
ment support payments, 
Americans' personal sav- 
ings rate hit a record high 
of 33% of after-tax income 
in April. Economists said this 
underscored how anxiety 
and uncertainty about the 
economy are making con- 
sumers reluctant to spend. 


Daco suggested that "more 
frugal consumer behavior 
... will dampen the recov- 
ery." 'This is particularly true 
as the social benefits will 
gradually erode over time, 
leaving households more 
financially constrained," he 
said. Friday's report showed 
that an inflation gauge pre- 
ferred by the Federal Re- 
serve fell 0.5% after a 0.2% 
drop in March. Fed officials 
have cited the absence of 
inflation pressures as one 
reason they can be ag- 
gressive in supporting the 
economy by cutting their 
benchmark interest rate 
to near zero and pumping 
billions of dollars into credit 
markets to keep them flow- 
ing smoothly. 

In April, the nation’s jobless 
rate was 14.7%, the high- 
est since the Great Depres- 
sion, and many economists 
think it will top 20% for May. 
States are gradually re- 
starting their economies 
by letting some businesses 
reopen with certain restric- 
tions, and some laid-off 
employees are being re- 
called to work. Still, the job 
market remains severely 
depressed, and the outlook 
for the rest of the year is still 
bleak. Some financial sup- 
port for the tens of millions 
of consumers who have 
been laid off over the past 
two months is coming from 
the weekly unemployment 
benefits. Besides whatever 


unemployment aid states 
are providing to laid-off 
workers, the federal gov- 
ernment is providing $600 a 
week in additional benefits. 
A debate in Congress over 
whether to extend the $600 
a week in federal unem- 
ployment aid looks sure to 
intensify, with the number 
of people receiving that 
aid now topping 30 million 
— one in five workers. The 
money is set to expire July 
31. Yet with the unemploy- 
ment rate widely expected 
to still be in the mid-teens 
by then, lawmakers will 
face pressure to compro- 
mise on some form of re- 
newed benefits. 

The Trump administration 
asserts that the econo- 
my will begin to regain its 
health in the second half 
of the year, with businesses 
increasingly reopening and 
restoring jobs and con- 
sumers increasing spend- 
ing. Most economists say, 
though, that the lingering 
effects of the job losses and 
likely business bankruptcies 
will take longer to over- 
come, especially if a sec- 
ond wave of the coronavi- 
rus erupts. Analysts gener- 
ally believe the economy 
won't manage to sustain a 
solid recovery until a vac- 
cine is widely available. 
And until Americans resume 
spending at something 
close to their previous lev- 
els, jobs won't likely return 


in a significant way. Data 
from Chase Bank credit 
and debit cards shows that 
consumers have slowly 
increased their spend- 
ing since the government 
distributed $1,200 stimulus 
checks in mid-April. 

But most of that increase 
has occurred in online 
shopping. Spending in 
regular brick and mortar 
stores, which makes up the 
vast majority of consumer 
spending, is still down 35% 
from a year ago, accord- 
ing to Chase, after having 
plummeted 50% at its low-

NEW YORK (AP) — HBO Max 

has temporarily removed 
"Gone With the Wind" from 
its streaming library in order 
to add historical context to 
the 1939 film long criticized 
for romanticizing slavery 
and the Civil War-era South. 
Protests in the wake of 
George Floyd's death 
have forced entertainment 
companies to grapple 
with the appropriateness 
of both current and past 
productions. On Tuesday, 
the Paramount Network 
dropped the long-running 
reality series "Cops" after 
33 seasons. The BBC also 
removed episodes of "Little 
Britain," a comedy series 
that featured a charac- 
ter in blackface, from its 
streaming service. In an 
op-ed Monday in the Los 
Angeles Times, the filmmak- 
er John Ridley urged War- 
nerMedia to take down 
"Gone With the Wind," ar- 
guing that it "romanticizes 
the Confederacy in a way 
that continues to give le- 
gitimacy to the notion that 
the secessionist movement 
was something more, or 
better, or more noble than 
what it was — a bloody in- 
surrection to maintain the 
'right' to own, sell and buy 
human beings." In a state- 


ment, the AT&T-owned 
WarnerMedia, which owns 
HBO Max, called "Gone 
With the Wind" "a product 
of its time" that depicts ra- 
cial prejudices. 'These rac- 
ist depictions were wrong 
then and are wrong today, 
and we felt that to keep this 
title up without an explana- 
tion and a denouncement 
of those depictions would 
be irresponsible," said an 


HBO Max spokesman in a 
statement. The company 
said that when "Gone With 
the Wind" returns to the re- 
cently launched stream- 
ing service, it will include 
"historical context and a 
denouncement of those 
very depictions, but will be 
presented as it was origi- 
nally created, because to 
do otherwise would be the 
same as claiming these 


prejudices never existed." 
Based on a 1936 book by 
Margaret Mitchell, "Gone 
With the Wind" is a historical 
epic about a romance be- 
tween Scarlett O'Hara (Vivi- 
en Leigh), the daughter of 
a Georgia plantation own- 
er, and Rhett Butler (Clark 
Gable), a gambler who 
joins the Confederacy. 
"Gone With the Wind" has 
long been denounced for 


featuring slave characters 
who remain loyal to their 
former owners after the ab- 
olition of slavery. It remains 
the highest-grossing film 
of all time when adjusted 
for inflation. It won eight 
Academy Awards includ- 
ing best picture and best 
supporting actress for Hat- 
tie McDaniel, the first black 
actress to be nominated or 
win an Oscar. The move by 
WarnerMedia prompted 
widespread debate on 
social media Wednesday, 
especially among those 
who didn't realize HBO Max 
planned to return "Gone 
With the Wind" to it plat- 
form. "I’m told that no lon- 
ger can you find on HBO 
'Gone with the Wind' be- 
cause somehow that is now 
offensive," said Kayleigh 
McEnany, White House 
press secretary. "Where 
do you draw the line? Is 
it to George Washington 
and Thomas Jefferson and 
James Madison? (Should 
they) be erased from his- 
tory? What about FDR and 
internment camps? Should 
he be erased from history?" 
"Gone With the Wind" re- 
mains widely available 
for digital rental and pur- 
chase. On Wednesday, 
it rose toward the top of 
movie charts on Amazon 
and Apple’s iTunesO 


Bon Appetit says magazine ‘too white,' promises big changes

Bon Appetit, whose top 
editor resigned Monday 
after a staff revolt over an 
offensive photo and long- 
standing issues involving 
treatment of people of col- 
or, said Wednesday that 


"our mastheads have been 
far too white for far too 
long" and promised major 
changes at the magazine. 
The announcement came 
in an unsigned statement 
attributed to staff at both 
Bon Appetit and Epicuri- 
ous, a foodie web site. Both 


are owned by luxury maga- 
zine publisher Conde Nast, 
whose CEO, Roger Lynch, 
issued his own statement of 
support for the effort. 

The staff statement called 
Bon Appetit "white-centric" 
and said it frequently mar- 
ginalized "non-white sto- 
ries" as not newsworthy or 
trendy. Many people of 
color were hired for "entry- 
level positions with little 
power," it stated. 

To fix that, the statement 
said that both publications 
are "prioritizing people of 
color for the editor in chief 
candidate pool, imple- 
menting anti-racism train- 
ing for our staff, and resolv- 
ing any pay inequities that 
are found across all depart- 
ments." Lynch said in his 
statement that Conde Nast 
plans to release a "compre- 


hensive pay equity analy- 
sis" by the end of this year. 
Bon Appetit's Sohla El-Wayl- 
ly, an assistant editor and 
former restaurant owner 
who is one of the maga- 
zine's YouTube stars, said 
Monday that she was hired 
last year at a $50,000 salary 
to assist white editors with 
less experience than her, 
and was not paid for her 
video appearances while 
white editors were. Several 
of her colleagues said they 
would not participate in 
more videos until pay was 
fair. 

Other current and former 
journalists at the magazine 
said this week that prob- 
lems went beyond the de- 
parting top editor, Adam 
Rapoport, who resigned af- 
ter an old Halloween photo 
surfaced in which he wore 


a stereotyped Puerto Rican 
costume. A photographer, 
Alex Lau, said he left Bon 
Appetit in part because 
when he felt that changes 
he and other staffers of col- 
or pushed for were ignored. 
Top editors have departed 
several media companies 
this week as rallies against 
police brutality have 
sparked conversations 
around race in the work- 
place and journalists of col- 
or speak up about policies 
at their organizations. 

Anna Wintour, Vogue's top 
editor and Conde Nast's 
artistic director, also apol- 
ogized last week for "mis- 
takes" in not doing enough 
to elevate black voices 
and publishing images and 
stories that have been ra- 
cially and culturally "hurtful 
or intolerant. "□

ST. CRUZ — Most conve- 
nience stores are filled 
with convenience (pro- 
cessed packaged) and/ 
or junk foods. The diction- 
ary defines “junk food” as 
“food that is unhealthy but 
is quick and easy to eat” 
and “food that is not good 
for your health because it 
is high in fat, sugar, or artifi- 
cial substances.” 

Difficult to miss, fast food 
restaurants with big market- 
ing budgets, selling meals 
at cheap prices are every- 
where. Junk food is placed 
at check-out counters in all 
kinds of shops to entice im- 
pulse buying to those, hun- 
gry, tired or stressed. Occa- 
sionally even I, will snack on 
some convenience or junk 
food. The desire and need 
for women to work along 
with government “guide- 


lines” in the 80's & 90’s 
came with a message that 
time-consuming prepara- 
tion of fresh meals is a thing 
of the past and conve- 
nience food was modern 
solution. Governments all 
over the world have been 
allowing the food manu- 
facturing industry to cheat 
us, promoting a diet based 
mostly on carbohydrates. 
Processed grains need little 
to no refrigeration, have a 
long shelf life and do not 
spoil like fresh, whole, natu- 
ral foods. They also make 
huge profits for big compa- 
nies. 

Complex carbohydrates 
are whole and nutritionally 
complete like brown rice, 
sweet potato, beans and 
others. Simple carbohy- 
drates include highly pro- 
cessed grains and starchy 
vegetables made into 
bread, rice, crackers, cere- 
als and snack foods which 
have no nutritional value. 


In fact, these lab-altered, 
insecticide filled, chemi- 
cally processed foods can 
have a negative effect 
on health. Junk food, high 
processed food diets are 
linked to digestive issues, 
higher risk of obesity, de- 
pression, heart disease and 
stroke, type 2 diabetes, 
cancer, and early death. 

It is not just sugar, pro- 
cessed grains, spike your 
body’s insulin. Spiking insulin 
causes sugar to enter your 
cells too quickly. So, while 
eating these, your body’s 
response is to continue to 
feel hungry. Youneverfeel 
full or satisfied. You end up 
craving more “fast” food. 
This ’trick' is used by the in- 
dustry, offering a drink refill 
"free". The artificial sugar 
in the counter drink, spikes 
your insulin, so you go 
back to order more food. 
Natural, unprocessed food 
releases its sugar slowly, 
allowing your expanded 
stomach to produce cho- 
lecystokinin (CCK), the first 
discovered hormone that 
makes you feel satisfied. 

When shopping for food, 
stay close to outer walls. 
This is where the coolers are 
usually placed for “health- 
ier” fresh produce, meats, 
fish, and frozen frozen food. 
The aisles in the middle 
have cans, snacks, candy 
and processed, ready to 
eat “pre-cooked” pack- 
ages full of added sugar, 
grain, salts and artificial 
ingredients. You know, 
“quick and easy" conve- 
nience food. Another food 
propaganda, in the 1960s, 
the United States sugar in- 


dustry funded research 
that downplayed the risks 
of sugar and highlighted 
the hazards of fat, an in- 
dustry group called the 
Sugar Research Founda- 
tion wanted to "refute" con- 
cerns about sugar's pos- 
sible role in heart disease, 
and instead, put the blame 
on fat. People stopped 
eating fat because they 
were told it made them fat 
or the foods would raise 
their cholesterol. The “fat 
free" diet hurt the health 
of people because in “low 
fat” foods, the fat was re- 
placed by sugar. Lies that 
greatly contribute to the 
obesity epidemic. 

Board certified in Nutri- 
tion; I never recommend 
fat-free diets. Foods high 
in natural fats are good for 
you. I eat eggs, salt-free 
butter, olive oil and avoca- 
does, all sources of good 
cholesterol. Your brain is 
80% fat! What you do not 
want to do is fry your food. 
When you fry oil, the high 
temperatures change the 
healthy fat into a ‘bad’ fat. 
What is real or the truth? 
You can stay on a low car- 
bohydrate diet for the rest 
of your long life, eating pro- 
tein, vegetables, a little fruit 
and good fat. You do not 
need any carbohydrates! 
Carbohydrates, especial- 
ly with type O blood, the 
most common blood type, 
is the foundation of type 
2 diabetes. The essential 
foods, those that you need 
to survive and stay healthy 
are: essential amino acids 
(from protein like beans, le- 
gumes, meat, poultry and 
fish), essential fatty acids 



(omega 9 from animal fat, 
omega 6 from vegetable 
fat, and omega 3 from fish 
fat - *flax is a vegan option 
for 6 and 3), vitamins and 
minerals also from fruits and 
vegetables. There are no 
“essential carbohydrates”. 
Meats, fish, vegetables, 
and fruits contain a small 
amount of carbohydrates. 
Be sure to eat a very varied 
diet. Try keeping nuts, seeds 
and boiled eggs available 
for “convenient” healthy- 
fat, snacks. 

You may be 
looking for convenience 
as we return to our busy 
lives. We occasionally buy 
a cooked meal to bring 
home, choosing the best 
possible ingredients but 
also convenience, and yes, 
once-in-a-while, I have and 
ice-cream (real sugar, no 
high-fructose corn-syrup) or 
a grilled cheese sandwich 
(though we prefer sprout- 
ed grain or homemade 
bread) But, how often you 
‘cheat’ matters when it 
comes to the impact of 
junk food on your health. A 
healthy body metabolizes 
everything it needs. If you 
are eating “healthy" and 
still having digestive issues, 
or just need some guid- 
ance, come in for some 
nutritional counseling.
